FACTS AND FANCIES, 

M. Lenevoux, fhe Counselor of the Muni- 
cipality of Paris, has just published a work 
Which contains some startling facts about 
„the handsomest capital in the world.’’ The 
Look is entitled **Paris Municipal.’’ From 
it, it appears that there are in Paris 9,935 
households where one tinds two beds in a sin- 
gle room; 4,563 have rooms containing three 

beds; 1,118 have rooms containing four beds. 
The rent of these domiciles ranges from 1090 to 
200 franes a year— $25to $50; 4,128 lodgments 
are lighted only by chassis a tabatiere—

Praskowia made no attempt to escape, and 
permitted herself to be arrested without the 
shghtest resistance. Itis said that two days 
before his assassination Bairaschewski re- 
ceived a threatening letter from the executive 
committee of the Revolutionary society, which 
he handed to the police. 

The custom of shaving the beard was en- 
forced by Alexander of Mavedon, not for the 
sake of fashion, but for a practicilend. He 
knew that thesoldiers of India, when they 
encountered their foes, had the habit of grasp- 
ing them by the beard. and so he ordered his 
soldiers to shave. Afterwards shaving was 
practiced in the Macedonian army, and then 
among Greek citizens. The Romans im- 
itated the Greeks inthe practice, as they did 
in many other things, and spread it to the 
different European nations yet barbaric. In 
the Middle Ages, at the time of the Renais- 
sance, shaving was introduced, and the habit 
was retained, though classicism gave place to 
| romanticism, and that, in its turn, was re- 
placed by realism. The beard was a source of 
trouble to Peter the Great, who, simultaneous- 
ly with the introduction of his great reforms 
in Russia, tried to induce his people to imitate 
the shaving nations. This innovation was re- 
sisted by his subjects with the utmost persis- 
tenee, and they preferred to pay a heavy fine 
rather than suffer disfigurement, as they be- 
lieved, of the image of God. To the Russians 
of olden times the beard was a symbol of lib- 
erty. In several countries of Western Europe 
and in tbe United States the beard was restor- 
ed to honor only about twenty years ago, but 
even yet the majority of men respect the cus- 
tom introduced by Alexander the Great.

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THREE AFRICAN STATES. 
The Dark Continent’s Population an 
Wealth 


[From the Cincinnati Enquirer. ] 
THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE, 

In 1853, the British Government established 
n colony called the Cape of Good Hope or 
‘Cape Colony, giving it a semi-constitutional 
government based on property representation. 
Sir Henry Bartle Frere, now sixty-four years 
of age, has been in the Indian civil service 
nearly fifty years and was once Governor of 
Bombay. He receives a salary of about $32,- 
CCO and has a ministry of five members. The 
British work all such colonies for revenue to 
‘support a retinue of office-holders, who really 
are the bulwark of the British Govern- 
ment wherever it goes. The 
revenue from Cape Colony has usually 
been about $14,000,000 a year; nevertheless it 
has a2 considerable public debt, amounting to 
about $20,000,000 gold, bearing five and six 
per cent interest. Cape Colony was founded 
by the Dutch about the time New York was 
settled, and was taken from them by the Eng- 
lish while Washington was President. For a 
short time the Dutch recovered it, while Mr. 
Jefferson was buying Louisiana. E aging up on 
the native people and stealing land wherever 
pracficable. the British Government has for 
some time had about one million people inthis 
colony of whom less than 200.000 are, of Euro- 
pean blood. and these mainlv Dutch, German 
und French in origin. The natives are 
mainly Hottentots, Caftirs, Malays and mixed 
people. The imports amount to more than 
3 20.000, 000 a vear. Like most of the Euglish 
colonies, the Cape of Good [lope is used to 
put a big civil service list in employment and 
10 run in English goods and manufactures. 
Much of the wool used in England comes from 
the Cape, the total amounting to about forty 
million pounds avear. The other exports to 
England are ostrich feathers. sheep-skins and 
copper ore. There are about eleven million 
head of sheep in this one colony, and nearly 
one million head of cattle. About four hun- 
died miles of railroad are in the colony. 

LIBERIA. 

The Americans established an African State 
on the west coast of Africa neariy two genera- 
tions ago under the name of Liberia. After 
the msurrection of Nat Turner in Virginia in 
I-21 a considerabie movement began in favor 
of exporting the whole black race to their 
native continent. The movement was led by 
Charles James Faulkner, afterward chief-of- 
stuff of Stonewall Jackson. Mr. Jefferson’s 
erandson, I! mdoiph, proposed in 1840 to con- 
fisente the children of female slaves in Vir- 
Zinia: to hire thet m out fora te ‘rm of vears and 
mse such earnings to send them all ont- 
sice of 3 Unitec States. Mr. 
Gseode objected, and thereupon occurred a 
Cebate. which > discussed the whole rela- 
tions of the blacks to our economical future 
und republican preservation. In 1816 
Colonization Seciety was organized in Wash- 
ingten Citv. In 1831 a National Convention of 
colored men was beld te Philadelphia to pro- 
test against such colorization, and saving: 
‘tt would ie ungenerousin you to deny us an 
bin. ble and quiet grave in that country which 
enve us birth.’* The abo‘ition element 
nounced the colonization scheme, and the de- 
nuncistion was signed by Daniel O'Connell. 
Macaulay. Wilberforce, end other great agi- 
tators. At that period we had but 2,259,030 
slat PS. 

Liberia was founded and adopted the gean- 
eral form ef government current here. The 
fist President, Roberts, held his seat for 
cizht vesrs, ending in 1856: and he also was 
the late President, re-elected in 1875. There 
ore four Cabinet officers, thirteen members of 
the Lower Hiouse and eight in the Upper 
Ilouse. There are four States in I. iberi: 1. one 
called Marviand. This young Republic is 
now 57 years old, though its independence 
wer not fully proclaimed until 
187. England and all the leading nations of 
Europe acknowledged it early, but the United 
States turned its back upon Liberia until 1851

KEATS’ ROMAN HOME.

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How He Lived ‘Halt a Century Ago— 
The Young Poet’s Tomb. 
Rome Correspondence of the London News. ] 

Eight-and- fifty years ago John Keats, in 
broken health, spirits and fortunes, took up 
his abode on the second floor of the first house 
onthe right hand as you mount the steps of 
the Trinita dei Monti. Very different from 
what it is now was then the aspect 
of the scene. The Piazza di Spagna, 
into which the house, looked was par- 
tially overgrown with grass. and perhaps its 
three characteristic features that still survive 
‘*‘improvement’’ are the massive, sombre ed- 
ifice of the Collegium de Propaganda Fide,the 
palace of the Spanish plenipotentiary from 
which the Piazza takes its name, and the 


foundation fantastically modeled by Bernini 
in the shape of a burge. in the center of which, 
morning, noon and night, rises and falls with 
monotonous plash the Acqua Vergine. All 
through the mad gayety of the carnival 
the broad land ngs of the Spanish 
steps had been alive with the 
dance and sunburned mirth of the handsome 
models from the Abruzzi, while from the es- 
planade of the Trinita dei-Monti above looked 
down on the nineteenth century frolic the ob- 
lisk that Goethe saw erected in 1788—a Roman 
reproduction of that venerable one in the 
Piazza del Popolo, which beheld the children 
of Israel wandering through the wilderness, 
. which now beholds the characteristic 
junketing of the capital of Catholicism. Just

The letter was in the possession of Major C. 
B. Cotton, who forwards it, at the request of 
Benson J. Lossing, the historian, to the His- 
torical Society of Rockland county, where the 
centennial ofthe battle of Stony Point is soon 
to be celebrated. A copy of the letter is given 
below: 

SPRINGSTEELS, II o’clock p. m. 
15th July. 1779, and near the 
hb our and scene of carnage. 

DEAR DELANEY: This will not reach your 
eye until the writer is no more. The inclosed 
papers 1 commit (in their rough state) to your 
charge, that in case any ungenerous Reflec- 
tions may hereaſter drop from illiberal minds 
my friend may be enabled to defend the char- 
acter and support the honor of the man that 
loved him—and fellin defense of his country 
and the rights of mankind. 

You have often heard me deplore the supine- 
ness and unworthy torpidity into which Con- 
gress were lulled, and that it was my decided 
opinion this would be a sanguinary campaizne 
in Which many of the choicest spirits and much 
of the best blood in America would belost ow- 
ing to the parsimony and neglect of Congress. 

If ever any prediction was true it is this, and 
if ever a great and good man was surrounded 
Witha choice of di miculties it is Gen. Washing— 
ton. Ifear the consequences. I see clearly 
that he will be impelled to make other at- 
tempts and efforts in orderto save the country, 
that he will not be adequate to, and that he 
may fall a sacrifice to the folly and parsimony 
of our worthy rulers. 

I know that friendship will induce you to 
attend to the education of my little son und 
daughter. I fear that their tender mother 


will not survive this stroke—do go and com- 
fort her, tell ker her children claim her kind- 
est offices and protection. My best and sin- 
cerest wishes to Mrs. Delaney and family and 
toall friends. I am called up but where to 
breakfast, either within the enemy’s lines in 
triumph, or in another world.
